Of course the second arid third years still feel the effects of the war years with 
twenty-two girls and three men in the T ird Year and thirty-six girls and twenty 
men in the Second. Of the first year students, one was born in Bermuda, two in 
Czechslovakia, four in England, one in Jugoslavia, two in Nowf oundland, two in the 
United States and the rest in Canada. There are 62 ex-service men and 15 ex-' 
service women in" the first year, 8 ex-service men in the second year and 3 ex- 
service men and one ex-service' woman in the third-. Figures may be dull, but when we 
tell you that Forah S: arpe is the III Year ex-service woman , Forman Burt -Germans, 
Jack Eilbeclc, and P.:ul Vclpe the men, for some of you at least those figures come 
to life. Bruce Norman and Jce Gibson who got their first year- in 1941 are back 
after many years on active service. Ed Staley and A o Hutton are also back. 

Bridget Gregs on who started out with the Class of 1945 is here again after over two 
years in the Navy. There are students from every province in the Dominion except 
P'-ince Edward Inland and Quebec, and if wo count one girl as from Quebec whose 
parents have, just moved there, we are* only one province short in our representation. 



It has not been easy to accommodate so many students. A number of .our first year 
classes oretakon with the Pass Arts students and it vas quite a caramon occurrenco 
at first to arrive at a classroom and be told "Physical and Health Education 
students will pleaso leave" ’or "Students L-Z comp on Wednesday, ,f -etc, Thoro is no 
Chemistry lab. this year and the men and women have to tako their Zoology lab. 
separately. As for residence, that has been a hcadacho plus for everyone concerned, 
V7o have girls in 107 St, George Street and '30 Admiral Road, and a few in .'hitnoy 
Hall and at 25 Classic Avenue, which is near. Others are in private boarding or 
rooming houses. The chief difficulty lies in the meal situation, since the girls 
cannot get their dinner at the Union this year and there is no flat rate for them, 
for breakfast and lunch. It is very sad I and expensivei The men too, have had 
great difficulty in finding places to live. However , by degrees most things havo 
straightened out, and tho students havo certainly all boon proper P.&.H.E. sports 
in tho way they have taken the inconveniences in their stride.
